PARIS, Jan. 13.—Premier Pierre Laval, who headed the 
government of France for just 10 days short of a year, 
presented the collective resignation of his ministry to Presi- 
dent Doumer at the Elysee palace last night. 

The president, who will start early this morning on the 
task of selecting a successor, thanked M. Laval and all of 
his collaborators for their loyal services, and asked that the 
cabinet carry on the government until a new ministry has

Efforts of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police patrol to entice Al- 
bert Johnson, Rat River trapper out 
of his cabin having failed, the 


patrol, under Inspector A. N. Eames, 
has returned to its base at Aklavik, 
according to radiotelegraphic des- 
patches received in this city on 
Wednesday. 

Johnson is sought as the man who 
shot Constable Alfred Weldon Kinz, 
R.C.M.P. as the latter knocked at 
the cabin door in the course of an 
inspectional trip. One bullet enter- 
ed his chest, while several others 
fired at him, missed their mark. 

Word has been received that Con- 
stable King is out of danger of any 
infection from the wound.
